Terror charges 
highest since 9/11 


Federal prosecutors charged more suspects 
with terrorism in 2009 than in any year 
since the attacks of Sept, ii, 2001, providing 
evidence of what experts call a rise in plots 
spurred by Internet recruitment, the spread 
of al-Qaida overseas and ever-shifting tactics 
of terror chiefs. 

A review of major national security cases 
by The Associated Press found 54 defen- 
dants had federal terrorism-related charges 
filed or unsealed against them in the past 12 
months. 

The Justice Department would not con- 
firm the figure or provide its own. But an 
agency spokesman said 2009 had more 
defendants charged with terrorism than any 
year since the 2001 attacks. The year that 
came closest was 2002, said the spokesman, 
Dean Boyd. 

Bruce Hoffman, a terrorism expert at 
Georgetown University, called it “an extraor- 
dinary year, across the board,” adding that 
the wide range of cases show al-Qaida “is 
in it for the long haul and we need to be as 
well.” 

The rate of terrorism charges accelerated 


in September, when authorities disrupted 
what they said was a burgeoning plot to det- 
onate bombs aboard New York commuter 
trains. The quick pace of cases continued 
until the end of the year, with an attempted 
Christmas bombing aboard a Detroit-bound 
airliner. 

One day alone was particularly heavy: On 
Sept. 24, federal prosecutors announced charg- 
es in five separate terrorism cases in Illinois, 
NewTbrk, North Carolina and Texas. 

David Kris, the top terrorism official in the 
Obama administration’s Justice Department, 
marveled at the volume of terrorism cases 
when he spoke at a conference of lawyers in 
November. 

“The last several weeks or months have 
been kind of a crucible experience for us,” 
Kris said. 

David Burnham of Transactional Records 
Access Clearinghouse, a private group at 
Syracuse University that analyzes government 
prosecution data, urged caution in counting 
terrorism charges. 

“You have to be careful because everyone’s 
got a different way of doing it,” Burnham said. 


What counts? 

What truly constitutes a terrorism case can 
be a matter of legal and political debate. 

In counting major terrorism cases, 
the AP used a rigorous standard that 
produced a conservative count. The 
various charges that made the list include 
conspiring to provide material support to 
terrorists, conspiring to murder people 
abroad and conspiracy to use a weapon 
of mass destruction. The list also includes 
some cases that did not involve Islamic 
terrorists, such as the kidnapping of a U.S. 
citizen in Panama. 

But the 54 defendants do not include, 
for example, those charged only with lying 
to agents in a terrorism investigation, 
or the Army psychiatrist in the Fort 
Hood military base shooting who faces 
nonterrorism murder charges brought 
by military prosecutors instead of civilian 
charges. Nor do the 54 include the five 
Washington, D.C.-area youths charged 
in Pakistan. If all those cases were 
also added-and some commentators 
do count them-the total number of 
defendants would be 63.

What Heene was trying to do with the bal- 
loon, Barber says, was solve the world’s traffic 
problems by creating a cheap, lighter- than-air 
vehicle that would allow people to float over 
congested freeways. 

Although the idea may sound far-fetched to 
some, even ridiculous to others. Barber says, 
Heene is a “mad genius” with a penchant for 
exploring offbeat scientific theories.

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Conan rally 
lands In 
Chicago

To Mike Mitchell, Conan “Coco” O’Brien is 
an orange-haired, smart-alecky Everyman. 

Now, courtesy of Mitchell’s social net- 
working, O’Brien’s 
biggest Chicago 
supporters will hold 
a rally at 4:30 p.m. 

Monday on NBC’s 
Michigan Avenue 
doorstep to deliver a 
message to the net- 
work. 

“NBC, I think, 
has already made 
their mind up,” said 
Mitchell, 27, an L.A.-based freelance illus- 
trator.

O’Brien publicly refused to push back 
the start of “The Tonight Show,” which he 
hosts, so that NBC could rescue former 
host Jay Leno’s prime-time ratings bomb.

Mitchell administers the “I’m With 
Coco” Facebook page— at 276,000 fans 
and climbing— and has other rallies 
planned for Monday in L.A., NewTbrk 
and Seattle. 

He also illustrated the seminal image for 
the “I’m With Coco” movement, a black- 
and-white portrait of a grim O’Brien, the 
only color the bright orange in his hair and 
in the nickname, “Coco,” which originates 
from a skit on the late-night show Other 
Facebook users have appropriated the 
image for similar groups, but Mitchell’s 
has the most followers. 

Mitchell, who lived in Chicago from 
2004 to 2006, will be attending the F.A. 
rally 

About 1,400 RSVP’dyes for the 
California rally and, as of Sunday after- 
noon, about 400 promised to attend the 
Chicago gathering at Pioneer Court in 
front of the NBC building downtown.

Legal expenses add up 
quickly for gay couples

If Howard Wax and Robert Pooley Jr. were 
a heterosexual couple, they could’ve gone to 
their nearest Cook County clerk’s office, paid 
$40 for a marriage license and been wed. 

That would have provided them an array of 
legal protections, including the right to make 
medical decisions for one another and the 
ability for one to inherit the other’s property 

Instead, the couple paid $10,000 for an 
attorney to help them simulate the protec- 
tions marriage affords using wills, trusts and 
powers of attorney It was a price the men— 
parents of 3-year-old twins— were willing to 
pay for peace of mind, though they admit it’s 
far from perfect. 

“I feel at least like we’re secure now,” said 
Wax, who has been with Pooley for nine years. 
“It’s not perfect, but we’re OK.” 

Across the country, there has been a surge in 
gay and lesbian couples making such arrange- 
ments to protect themselves in states such as 
Illinois, which does not recognize same-sex 
marriage or civil unions. As the nation con- 
tinues to fiercely debate gay marriage, some 
proponents cite the added financial burden in 


casting it as not just a civil rights issue but an 
issue of economic fairness. 

“Gay couples have to go to an attorney, have 
a will drawn up, get durable powers of attorney 
Not only is it a financial expense, but many 
of those things can be challenged by people’s 
biological families,” said Rick Garcia, political 
director for the gay and lesbian rights group 
Equality Illinois. 

It can be a difficult reality for many same- 
sex couples to face. Melissa Walker and Erin 
Ferguson had a wedding ceremony in Chicago 
in 2008. A couple of friends who are attorneys 
offered their services as a gift, helping the cou- 
ple prepare powers of attorney and wills. 

Now Walker is eight months pregnant and 
said it will cost about $2,000 for Ferguson to 
adopt the child, along with other legal costs to 
ensure their parental rights are protected. 

“I’m pretty bitter about it,” Walker said. 
“It’s just really unfair. Erin and I are spend- 
ing thousands of dollars out of our savings 
account. How does it benefit anyone when 
our child is going to come into this world with 
a less economically sound family?” 

Most estate attorneys advise straight couples 


to have legal safeguards like wills and powers of 
attorney, but they aren’t absolutely necessary 

“There are protections under the law that 
would help a heterosexual couple if they 
didn’t have those protections in place,” said 
Christopher Clark, senior staff attorney in the 
Midwest Regional Office of Lambda Legal. ‘A 
same-sex couple, without these steps, has no 
legal protection.” 

Even with carefully laid-out legal plans, 
Clark said same-sex couples still have cause 
for concern: “If a gay couple has put together 
a health care power of attorney and there’s a 
medical crisis, depending on where the crisis 
occurs and who you run into, there may not 
be a presumption that the document is valid. 
We’ve had horrible situations where someone 
winds up in the emergency room in critical 
condition or even dying, and the person’s part- 
ner is not allowed access to them, regardless of 
the documents.” 

Wax said he thinks marriage rights for 
same-sex couples will come eventually 

“I don’t care if they call it a tostada,” Pooley 
said. “I just want the legal issues to be settled 
out.” 
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Remembering MLK

Claude Lerner was about lo when the 
black preacher from the South spoke 
at his Kenwood home in 1966. 

The boy from Chicago’s South Side 
didn’t fully grasp the implications 
of segregation or racial injustice. He 
wasn’t aware it was unconventional for 
a man with darker skin to be the hon- 
ored guest in a white family’s home. 

But from the second-floor landing, 
as he listened to the rich and powerful 
voice of the Rev Martin Luther King 
Jr., little Claude was moved. 

“There was this spine-tingling sense 
of hope,” he said, ‘^nd a very positive 
notion of the future. It was magical, 
really” 

Today, some of the places that King 
visited during his months-long cru- 
sade in Chicago in 1966 have changed 
dramatically, while others reflect the 
same struggles of the 1960s. 

The three-story red brick home in 
the 4900 block of South Greenwood 
Avenue is a lesser-known haven for 
King’s message of equality during the 
Chicago Freedom Movement. It also 
experienced some of the backlash: 
The Lerner family received much hate 
mail— once containing feces— after 
the civil rights advocate’s appear- 
ances at fundraisers that packed the 
home. Lerner suspects that many in 
those crowds wouldn’t have believed 
the nation would elect an African- 
American president and that he 
would live just a few blocks away in 
Kenwood.

Safe haven law draws controversy

In her blue, jail-issue uniform, Matisha Goens, 28, 
appeared in Domestic Violence Court last week, 
her head down and her voice barely audible. 

Her alleged crime? Leaving her 8 -month-old 
daughter at a South Side police station, wearing 
a pink jacket and wrapped in a Winnie the Pooh 
blanket. Officers found the baby New Tear’s Day, 
taking in all the activity from her stroller. 

Even though the toddler appeared to be well 
cared for, she is beyond the age in which parents 
can relinquish newborns anonymously and with- 
out fear of prosecution, causing some to wish for 
more discretion and others saying that support. 


not legislation, is a better way to address discard- 
ed children. 

On Jan. 4, Goens was arrested at her home 
in the 7000 block of South Crandon Avenue 
and charged with misdemeanor child neglect. 
In September, Goens was picked up on a simi- 
lar charge when police allegedly found the same 
girl— now in the custody of her father— alone in a 
car at a Department of Motor Vehicles facility 

“On one hand, this child is well past the {legal] 
return date” of one month, said Chicago police 
Lt. Laurel Bresnahan, part of the Special Victims 
Unit involved with the case. “On the other hand, 
we see kids who have been hideously abused ... 


and this is exactly what you want a parent to do.” 

But where to draw the line? All states have “safe 
haven” laws that allow a parent to leave a child at a 
designated place— such as a hospital, fire or police 
station— to keep babies from being abandoned in 
places such as parking lots and bathrooms. 

But the legislation also has generated contro- 
versy, with experts split over age limits or even 
whether such well-intended laws are helpful to 
desperate parents. In Illinois, 53 children have 
been dropped off legally since the safe haven law 
took effect in 2001. Of the 58 babies abandoned 
illegally since 2001, only 28 survived, according to 
the Save Abandoned Babies Foundation. 


Quinn inks cemetery 
oversight law 

Gov. Quinn signed the state’s 
Cemetery Oversight Act into 
law Sunday. 

The governor’s office says the 
new law creates a regulatory 
structure for the Illinois funeral 
and cemetery industries and 
provides oversight and regula- 
tion over cemeteries in the 
state. The new law comes after 
former workers last year alleg- 
edly dug up graves in a scheme 
to resell burial plots at Burr Oak 
Cemetery in south suburban 
Alsip. 

Sharpton criticizes 
Robertson in Chicago 

The Rev. Al Sharpton, who 
visited Chicago today to 
ask churches to contribute 
to Haitian relief funds, took 
umbrage at comments by an 
evangelical broadcaster that 
the people of Haiti might have 
brought upon themselves the 
earthquake that left tens of 
thousands dead. Christian tel- 
evangelist Pat Robertson said 
last week on his TV show that 
slaves in Haiti swore a pact to 
the devil to obtain their freedom 
from French colonial authorities 
more than 200 years ago. 

Cops warn of 
robberies near UlC

Adams* death 
stuns Bears

Gaines Adams, the 26- 
year-old defensive end the 
Bears hoped would jump- 
start their pass rush, died 
of cardiac arrest Sunday 
in his hometown of 
Greenwood, S,C, 

A kind and quiet per- 
sonality who was added 
to the mix in an October trade, Adams was not 
known well by his new team. 

An initial coroner’s report revealed Adams had 
an enlarged heart, a physical abnormality for a 
6 -foot-5, 258 -pound athlete who had a freakish 
combination of skills that led from him playing 
eight-man football in high school to becoming an 
All-American at Clemson and then the fourth pick 
of the 2007 draft by the Buccaneers, 

Adams is the second NFL player to die in a 
month, Bengals wide receiver Chris Henry died 
from injuries suffered from a fall out of a truck in 
North Carolina, Adams’ girlfriend called an ambu- 
lance Sunday morning and he was transported to 
the emergency room at Self Regional Healthcare 
at 7:14 a,m, and was pronounced dead at 8:21 a,m,, 
according to Greenwood County chief deputy 
coroner Marcia Kelley- Clark, 

Adams is survived by a son and a daughter. 

The Bears issued a brief statement: “We are 
stunned and saddened by the news of Gaines’ pass- 
ing, Our prayers are with his family during this dif- 
ficult time,” 

Adams was acquired from the Bucs on Oct, 16, 
when the Bears traded a second-round draft pick 
for him. Given general manager Jerry Angelo’s 
reluctance to part with draft picks, it speaks 
volumes about how the organization felt about 
Adams, 

He played sparingly in 10 games but had two 
tackles and a forced fumble in the season finale at 
Detroit,
